County seeks 
arbitration to 
end impasse 

with deputies

Contract negotiations between the 
Crawford County Board of Commissioners 

and the Crawford County Sheriff's Deputies 
union have been placed in the custody of 
state arbitrators. 

The Crawford, County Board of 
Commissioners recently requested the 
state's Employment Relations Commission 
for an arbitration hearing to end a yearlong 
impasse with Crawford County Sheriff's 
Deputies union. The hearing was requested 
under Act 312 of 1969, more commonly 
known as the Compulsory Arbitration of 
Labor Disputes in Police and Fire 
Department. The state policy prohibits 
police, firefighters and emergency respon- 
ders from going on strike when contracts 
can't be negotiated at the bargaining table. 

County Commissioner Mike Lange, 
chairman of the county's ways and means 
committee, said the sticking points in nego- 
tiations remain co-pays and premiums 
deputies are being asked to pay for health 
insurance coverage. 

In addition, the county is also seeking to 
reduce the number of years that retired 
sheriffs deputies are offered retirement 
health care coverage. Lange said that recent 
changes in governmental accounting proce- 

dures require the county to budget for 
unfunded liability, which includes benefits 
for current and future retired employees. 

Lange said that this has resulted in the 
county budgeting for costs pledged by pre- 
vious boards, when the current economic 
downturn was not taken into consideration. 
Retirement health care coverage was made 
available in past contracts with sheriff's 
deputies until they reach age 65 and are eli- 
gible for Medicare,

Members of the organiza- 
tion share moral and meta- 
physical ideals, including a 
constitutional belief in a 
Supreme Being. 

There is evidence to sug- 
gest that there were some 
Masonic Lodges in exis- 
tence in Scotland as early as 
the late 16th Century: 

The First Grand Lodge of 
England was founded in 
1717, but members separat- 
ed as “Ancient” and 
“Modern” Lodges based on 
the different beliefs of the 
members. 

The .Grand Lodge of 
Ireland was formed in 1725 
and the Grand Lodge of 


Scotland was formed nA 


1736. 

Spin-offs of all of the 
lodges were brought to 
North America by the 
1720s. After the 
Revolutionary War, inde- 
pendent U.S, Grand Lodges 
were formed in each state. 
Some thought was given to 
organizing a Grand Lodge 
of the United States, with 
President George 
Washington as the first 
Grand Master, but the idea 
was short lived. Several 
authors of the Deceleration 
of Independence and U.S. 
Presidents over the years 
have been Freemasons.

. There are over five mil- 
lion Masons involved in the 
brotherhood 
located across the globe. 

Fick was born in Swartz 
Creek on July 1935. His 
parents, Frances and John 
Fick, were farmers. Charlie 
graduated from Swartz 
Creek High Schooi and then 
attended Michigan State 
University. 

Fick married his wife and 
sweetheart, Marilyn 
LaGuire on May 21, 1955, 
The couple has two sons, 
two daughters and seven 
grown grandchildren. 

Fick worked for Fisher 
Body for four and 1/2 years 
before going into the oil 
business in 1958, He initial- 
ly worked out of the Flint 
terminal, 

Fick’s involvement with 
the Freemasonry dates back 
to 1962, when he joined the 
Masonic Lodge in Swartz 
Creek. While there, he start- 
ed a Demolay Chapter, a 
Masonic organization dedi- 
cated to building moral 
character of high school stu- 
dents as a dad advisor. 

In August 1964, Fick 
brought 29 boys from the 
chapter to Grayling for a 
canoe trip. A few months 
later, he moved his family 
and business to Grayling. 
The Swartz Creek Demolay 
Chapter lasted 30 years and 
grew to having over 100 
members. 

Fick served as Master of 
the Grayling Lodge #356 in 
1972. He then joined the 
Ancient Accepted Order of 
the Scottish Rite 32nd 
Degree Masons for the 


Valley of Bay City on May . 


10, 1975. Ten days later, he 
was selected to part of 
Shrine Elf Khurafeh. 

‘Until recent changes in 
Freemasonry, Fick said he 
‘could have joined a Blue 
Lodge ‘- a’ local Masonic 
Lodge - and a valley or con- 
sistory - which covers a 
region, in 1962. Under cur- 
rent rules, new members can 
be declared Ancient 
Accepted Scottish Rite 32nd 
Degree Masons after obtain- 
ing the first three degrees in 
the brotherhood. Fick said 
he went 13 years being inel- 


in countries - 


igible to become a Shrine 
member since Freemason 
reunions were four-days 
long and he did not believe 
he could spend the extra day 
for induction because he 
was the only employee for 
his company. 

“Sometimes they refer to 
the Shrine as the playground 
of Masonry with our little 
motor bikes and etc., but our 
main goal is to support the 
22 Shrine hospitals in the 
United States, Canada and 
Mexico,” said Robert 
Young, a member of the 
Grayling Masonic Lodge 
#356. “The care in these 
hospitals is free for anyone, 
regardless of their parent’s 
income, at no cost up to the 
age of 18. It’s costing today, 
$2 million a day, to support 
the 22 Shriners Hospitals.” 

Fick started Fick and 
Sons, Inc. to provide gaso- 
line, heating fuel and diesel 
fuel (o the surrounding area 
and Camp Grayling over 50 
years ago. Today, the com- 
pany has eight divisions, 18 
delivery trucks, nine trans- 
port trucks and trailers and a 
fleet of 19 pick-ups and 
vans. It sells 12 million gal- 
lons of gasoline a year, 12 
million gallons of diesel 
fuel annually and some 12 
million gallons of propane 
per year. The company has a 
workforce of 72 employees. 

In the early, 1990s, Fick- 
built the Super 8 Motel, 
located off of Four Mile 
Road. In 1995, Fick realized 
a dream by building his own 
truck stop, § Charlie’s 
Country Corners, featuring 
an Arby’s Restaurant, a 
Marathon Gas Station and 
Cat Weigh Station scales for 
truckers. 

Fick is involved in virtu- 
ally every aspect of his busi- 
ness, ranging from fixing 
plumbing in rooms at the 
Super 8, doing banking for 


ithe company, driving trucks 
and emptying trash barrels, 


“He’s a hard worker and 
he never stops, Young said. 
“Just to prove that, he’s on 
his second set of artificial 
knees.” 

Fick held truck shows at 
Charlie’s Country Corners 
from 2000 to 2004. All pro- 
ceeds from the truck shows 


went to support local chati- 
ties: and organizations 
including Hanson Hills, the 


Crawford County 
Community Christian Help 
Center, the Crawford 
County Habitat | for 
Humanity, the Grayling Fire 
Department and the 
Crawford County 
Devereaux Memorial 
Library. The Chicago 


Shriners Hospital received a 
$12,500 from one of the 
truck shows. 

In addition, Fick has 
donated 38 gallons of blood 
to the American Red Cross 
and has supported its blood 
drives. Fick and Sons, Inc. 
sponsors the annual MDA 
Golf Outing at the Grayling 
Country Club. Fick was 
honored as the Citizen of 
the Year in Grayling in 
1980, and is a 40-year mem- 
ber of the Grayling Kiwanis 
Club. 

Fick is also active in the 
Michelson Memorial United 
Methodist Church, and 
helps to assist seniors while 
he and Marilyn winter in 
Florida each year. 

“No matter what it is, he’s 
there helping them,’ Young 
said. “His generosity knows 
no boundaries.” 

While building his busi- 
ness and supporting the 
Grayling community, Fick 
devoted his time, talent and 
dedication to the Masonic 
brotherhood. He is a mem- 
ber of the Bay City, Grand 


" Rapids and Traverse City 


Valleys of the Ancient 
Accepted Rite of 32nd 
Degree Masons. The 
Traverse City Valley focuses 
on sending one dyslexic 
child to a Learning Center 
in Bay City for educational 
assistance. Fick hopes to 
eventually support the train- 
ing of a local teacher to help 
children with dyslexia. 

“They can get as far as 
high-school, but can only do 
third grade reading,’ Fick 
said. “In six months to a 
year, these teachers can help 
turn that around.” 

Fick is also active in the 
Shrine Mini-Cycle parade 
unit, ts Director of the Sixth 
Degree Lodge for the 
Grayling’s Masonic Lodge.

“We're trying to bring 
those costs in line with the 
general public,” Lange said, 

Pat Spidell, business rep- 
resentative for the Police 
Officer's Association of 
Michigan, which represents 
the Crawford County 
Deputies union, said that 
the union has worked to cut 
health care costs with the 
county over the last 20 
years. 

Before 1988, Spidell said 
that deputies conceded to 
having reduced retiree 
health care benefits. After 
1988, the union agreed to 
have one person covered by 
the insurance pact instead 
of having couples provided 
retirement health care bene- 
fits. In 2000, Spidell said 
the union agreed to having 
newly hired sheriff's 
deputies guaranteed a 
stipend to be put into a 
medical savings account for 
their retirement. 


Since there are eight to 
nine sheriff's deputies eligi- 
ble for the benefits still 
working or retired, Spidell 
said the reduction in health 
insurance and retirement 
health insurance is unac- 
ceptable. 

“The employer has a cou- 
ple of issues on the table 
that are kind of a bitter pill 
for the employees to swal- 
low all at one time,” Spidel! 
said, , 

Under Act 312, a selec- 
tion of an impartial arbitra- 
tor or chairman of an arbi- 
tration panel is made.

Riding on the success of 
the program's first sampling 
event on the Manistee, 
Huron Pines hopes to 
engage more residents of 
the Manistee River 
Watershed to collaborate in 
monitoring the health of 
their river by looking at the 
bugs that live in it. .

It was noted, however, 
that these scores are over-

There are several other 
Citizens that have begun to 
express interest in conduct- 
ing macroinvertebrate sam- 
pling and stream monitor- 
ing in their watersheds and 
Huron Pines is always look- 
ing to strengthen and 
expand their programs.
